patch. The Poles also lost 165 guns. 
Two Polish cavalry, regiments were 
destroyed at Polotsk, the dispatch 
said. 


The Berlin message added that it 


was feared the Red troops might oc- 
cupy Warsaw and that serious trouble 
had broken out within the Polish 
ranks. There was no confirmation of 
the above from any source. 
Officials 


declared it was probably exaggerated. 
A Warsaw dispatch declared one of 
General Budenny's cavalry divisions 
was caught in the marshes near Ra- 
domsyl. Polish cavalry swooped down 
upon them, driving the Bolsheviks in- 
to the swamps. Four thousand Reds 
were said to have perished.

Daniel H. Coakley of Boston, Mass., 


dt-K'gatf lo the Di-nuKTatic convention, 
iiuitli- this interesting assertion as he 
and thirteen colleagues started for San 
Francisco, according to press dispatches: 


"\Ve are not interested in any candi- 


dates, \vt- are not interesU-d in any plat- 
forms: wr are not interested in anything 
but freedom for Ireland." 


Assuming Mr. f.oakley to he quoted 


corrrctly this is one of the must amazing 
utterances that ever came from any dele- 
gate to any political convention. With 
peace with C.ermany still hanging lire, 
financial problems that cause deep con- 
cern to the keenest minds, and domestic 
troubles galore. Mr. Coakley says he and 
his fellow-delegates care for nothing but 
freedom for Ireland. 


It would he entirely unfair to assume 


this view expresses the sentiment of the 
hulk of the delegates who will be in San 
Francisco at the convention. But if there 
are many Mr. Coaklcys present there 
will be a war staged that will make the 
battle in Chicago look like a mere skir- 
mish. There the sub-committee on reso- 
lutions after hearing the Irish orators as 
best it could above the uproar of their 
own dissension, adopted the plank that 
seemed to have the fewest objections 
against it. But when the draft of the 
platform was presented to the conven- 
tion by the .full committee there was no 
Irish resolution in it. It had been blown 
out of the window or something. 


Mr. DeValera, president of the Irish re- 


public, expressed himself as dissatisiied 
with the action of the Republicans as re- 
lated to Ireland. It is possible the Demo- 
crats will satisfy DeValera. They un- 
doubtedly will, if Mr. Coakley has his 
way. 
It is not a good symptom though 


when an American citizen and a conven- 
tion delegate cares nothing for the con- 
cerns of his country but lavishes all his 
interest on the land of his ancestors. Nei- 
ther is it the best way to help Ireland, 
because the voters realize that platform 
resolutions are palpable plays to catch 
voles and if the Democrats in convention 
evince more concern for Ireland than for 
their own Country they will be inviting 
defeat at home next fall. Then it would 
be pointed out that the party that went 
out of its way to interfere in foreign af- 
fairs was repudiated at the polls. The 
Republicans were shrewd enough lo see 
that. 


his .signature and that it does not auto- 
matically kill a measure which the presi- 
dent may desire to sign after giving it 
proper consideration within the ten-day 
limit. It is slated that the courts have 
never passed on this point. 


The obvious dilhcuUy, and one that 


ought lo be removed, is Ihe neglect of 
necessary bills by congress until the last 
hours, when they are passed in a hurry, 
leaving the president no time in which 
to consider them before adjournment. 
Ordinarily at the close of a session a 
president signs bills as fast as they are 
handed to him. but it is manifest that he 
does so more or less blindly, ignoring his 
constitutional duly of careful examina- 
tion for which the allotted ten-day period 
provides. Unquestionably there is need 
of reform in the congressional practice 
of leaving many bills to the last hours, 
for the president can not faithfully per- 
form his constitutional function unless 
he is granted time for consideration. 


TIME TO SldX HILLS 


An 
important question has 
been 


brought to the attention of the public by 
a statement of Senator Lodge accusing 
President Wilson of killing the water- 
power bill and the bills repealing most 
of the war lime legislation, by the presi- 
dent's explanation that he did not sign 
the bills because he had not sufficient 
lime lo examine them before the session 
of congress came to an end, and by At- 
torney-General Palmer's subsequent rul- 
ing that the adjournment of congress 
does not automatiaclly kill every bill in 
the hands of the president which he had 
not signed before adjournment. 


t'nder constitutional provision the 


president is allowed ten days in which 
to examine bills before he signs them. In 
cases where his disapproval is not pro- 
nounced enough to require the extreme. 
resort to velo, or where his approval is 
not positive enough to cause him to wish 
lo sign, he c;in let (he time elapse and 
allow the bill lo become a law without 
his signature. "If any bill." reads the 
constitutional provision in this connec- 
tion, "shall not be returned by the pres- 
ident within ten days (Sunday excepled) 
after it shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall be a law in like manner as 
if he had signed it, unless Ihe congress" 
by their adjournment prevent its return, 
in which case it shall not he a law." Ap- 
parently the attorney-general holds thai 
this applies only lo hills which the presi- 
dent allows to become effective without 


EXEMPTlXd 
THE Jl'DdES 


The United States supreme court the 


other day approved the protest of a Ken- 
lucky federal judge against paying war 
income tax on his salary. At the same 
time the court ruled that the income tax 
collected on the salary of the president 
of the United States should be returned 
lo him. 


Why, asks a correspondent should the 


federal judges or even the president of 
the United Stales be exempted from the 
payment of taxes on incomes any more 
than the rest of us? 


The reason is plain. Article II, seclion 


1 of the American constitution provides 
that the president shall receive a com- 
pensation for his services "which shall 
neither be increased nor diminished dur- 
ing the period for which he shall have 
been elected." Article III of that docu- 
ment provides that the judges of the su- 
preme and inferior courts of the United 
Stales shall receive for Iheir services a 
compensation "which shall not be dimin- 
ished during their continuance in office." 


To tax an income is to reduce the in- 


come by the amount of the tax taken. 
This is self evident. And Ihe supreme 
court very properly held that lo reduce 
a judicial or presidential salary in that 
way was in conflict with the plain pro- 
visions of the constitution. The provi- 
sions were placed there not only to guard 
against salary grabbing but also to pre- 
vent reductions in pay that might very 
conceivably force men out of office. 
It 


is possible to imagine a hostile congress 
that, had the supreme court ruled other- 
wise, might force wholesale resignations 
from the federal bench by ingenius tax-' 
ing of salaries exactly the same as thS-^i 
or even force the president to quit office 
because he could no longer meet the 
White House grocery bill. 


Nevertheless it is unfortunate that 


through the court's decision there should 
seem to be favored classes in the United 
States. No law is wholly fair that fails 
of universal acceptance. The Kentucky 
judge might better have accepted his tax 
burden as his voluntary contribution to 
the cost of defending the country. Cer- 
tainly it placed him in no greater finan- 
cial peril than faces the average cilizen.

revealed to him that he felt before he knew the 
absurdity of the concoction? 


People who fancy that modern healing is get- 


ting away from the mysterious are superficial 
observers. 


There is unquestionably a great deal more of 


my-stery deliberately mixed with the plausible 
appeals of all kinds of fad healing today than 
ever before. It is true that the old. old stuff 
about the Indian giving the recipe to 
grand- 


ma, and the wise old doctors going out in the 
woods to grub for yarbs and roots in the spring 
has sort of petered out with the passing of the 
almanac and the traveling medicine show. Mr. 
\Viseheimer of the U. S. A. wants something 
novel, something he can almost if not quite un- 
derstand as well as the healer himself under- 
stands it. Yet Wiseheimer still favors explana- 
tions which are just a little beyond his depth; 
at least these are the "methods" of treatment 
he bites on. The conventional way is for the 
charlatan to ring in a lot of pseudo-scientific 
jargon, a few impressive terms or phrases which 
do not mean anything definite to any other heal- 
er or scientist, but which certainly do please Mr. 
and Mrs. Wiseheimer. 
If this sort of thing, the 


popular quackery of the day, is "common sense," 
as many of its complacent victims imagine, then 
there is indeed no longer any mystery in medi- 
cine. 


People with a fair education above the eye- 


brows may laugh at the traveling "specialist" 
who regularly puts up at the village hotel and 
runs his ad telling the Wiseheimer 
how

yearns to give them bis skillful advice and treat- 
ment. But very often these .same people are pa- 
tronizing an even more rtBiculous mountebank 
who understands how to appeal to the credulity 
of skeptics.

Hill of Nw York to accept second 
place. Hill's name1 was presented to 
the Convention by Senator Grady of 
New York, who was immediately fol- 
lowed to tho platform by Hill him- 
self with a positive declination.

Pomerania. a fruit- 
ful land, is run by fat. prosperous 
Junkers. They have seen the hand- 
writing on the wall, and the writing 
says. "The German .people want more 
of a say in their own affairs; they 
want food at reasonable prices: they 
don't want to b«* servants under the 
heel of a bloated land aristocracy as 
in other days." 


And. because they have seen this vi- 


sion, the Pomern "Gutsbesitzer." as 
the landowners are named in their 
own tongue, have planted demobil- 
ized Baltic troops—the hardest, fierc- 
est fighters of the whole German out- 
fit—all over their farms. These men 
can be whipped into a small army any 
minute. 
They'd rather fight than— 


well, work on a farm. 


All of which shows, perhaps, su- 


perficially, but to some extent, what 
the Government's problem is. 


The new defense minister, Gessler 


has found he was dealing with a lot 
of very incorrigible people. 
He has 


issued orders for dismissals of certain 
officers only to find a week or two 
later that the orders were merely 
dumped into the waste basket- 


Dissolution of the Ehrhardt brigade 
was pledged. But how to do it. The 
government hasn't solved the problem 
so far and has, in fact, manifested a 
decided timidity. They say it would 
mean gathering a larger army of loy- 
al troops than they can secure. And, 
further, it would mean a fight to the 
death—<i slaughter, for the Ehrhardt 
men are bad fighters and a sort of 
fatalists who don't care whether they 
live or die. 


Somebody taunted Gessler in the na- 


tional assembly one day about this dis- 
solution question. 


"I invite you to undertake the mat- 


ter," retorted the minister, causing a 
laugh but thereby showing that he is 


rin reality powerless—or afraid of the 
proposition. 


So it goes everywhere. South Ger- 


many, always a hater of Prussia, has 
been talking secession 
especially if 


the Einwohnerwehr 
be dissolved as 


demanded by the entente. And. the
